LYME'S RED LETTER DAY -THURSDAY, JULY 21 st 



THE Red Arrows have confirmed they will be returning to 
Lyme Regis this summer. 

The RAF’s crack aerobatic team has been giving its thrilling displays in 
Lyme for more than 40 years, all but one of them being held during Lifeboat 
Week. But after it was announced last year that the Arrows would be making 
a charge for future displays, Lifeboat Week organisers said they were unable 
to commit their charity funds to meet such a fee. 

Recognising that Red Arrows’ day was one of the busiest of the summer for 
Lyme Regis, attracting thousands of people to the town, the View From Lyme 
Regis newspaper, backed by Lyme Regis Business Group and Lyme Regis 
Town Council, launched a successful fundraising campaign and the RAF has 
now confirmed that the Red Arrows will return to the town on Thursday, July 
21st with a time to be confirmed. 

The fundraising campaign was well-supported with one local company 
which wishes to remain anonymous guaranteeing a significant donation for 
2016 and future years to maintain the Arrows’ long association with the town. 

Many residents also made donations and joined 
the Red Arrows 100 Club - a group of 100 mem¬ 
bers each offering £100 to the fund. 

The confirmed date of July 21st falls outside of 
Lifeboat Week and instead the Arrows’ spectacular 
display will become the highlight of a community 
week of events, as agreed by the Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, Councillor Owen Lovell. 

Local organisations will be offered free use of the 
market area on the seafront for one of the days dur¬ 
ing the week to promote and fund raise for their 
group. In return, they will have to supply at least 
four collectors during the Red Arrows display. 

Fifty per cent of the money collected will go to¬ 
wards paying for future visits by the Arrows with 
the remaining 50 per cent being divided between 
the six local organisations. 

Interested organisations should contact Lyme 
Regis Town Council. If there are more than six or¬ 
ganisations wishing to take part, their names will 
go into a hat and drawn out by the mayor. Those 
unlucky will be offered a day in subsequent years.

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Council raises traffic and safety concerns 
in meeting with county council officer 


A NUMBER of highway concerns - from 
speeding vehicles to pedestrian safety, and 
coaches causing congestion to damage caused 
by large vehicles - were raised by Lyme Regis 
town councillors and residents during a walk 
around the town with a county council offi¬ 
cer. 

Lyme Regis Town Council recently met with 
Dorset County Council’s community highways of¬ 
ficer, Aleric Little, to raise a number of traffic con¬ 
cerns across the town and potential solutions. 

The following areas were discussed: 

Timber Hill - concerns were raised about the 
speed and volume of traffic using the road as a short¬ 
cut. Residents also attended and pointed out further 
issues including dangerous driving conditions in 
snowy/icy weather; the need for gulley and drain 
clearance to prevent water running down the road; 
safety of pedestrians; infrequent use and poor posi¬ 
tioning of the town council’s speed indicator device.

It was agreed that the county council would install 
an additional grit bin, clear the blocked drains and 
gulleys, investigate the need for an additional 
30mph sign and a suitable and safe location for the 
speed indicator device, while the town council 
would consider using the device on Timber Hill 
more regularly. 

Colway Lane - concerns were expressed over the 
potential implications the new Bloor Homes devel¬ 
opment at Woodberry Down would have on Colway 
Lane and adjoining roads. Councillors pointed out 
this was a narrow road regularly used by parents and 
children walking to nearby schools, and that the 
closing of the old section of Colway Lane behind 
Pine Ridge would not address their concerns. 

However, councillors were told that highways of¬ 
ficer Ian Madgwick had raised no concerns regard¬ 
ing the planning applications at Woodberry Down 
and it was unlikely that any further traffic calming 
measures would be carried out in this area. 

Church Street - local residents has raised con¬ 
cerns about pedestrian safety arising from sub-stan¬ 
dard footpaths and the narrow carriageway, with a 
greater need for some kind of vehicular prioritisa¬ 
tion scheme or relocation of the traffic lights. 

However, councillors were told that further traffic 
measures were unlikely to be carried out following 
the recent resurfacing works. 

Guildhall - councillors reported that the Guildhall 
was frequently damaged by heavy goods vehicles, 
some of which should 


achieved in the short-term, it was agreed to write a 
letter to coach operators requesting that drop-off and 
parking should take place in Holmbush or Char- 
mouth Road car parks. 

Broad Street - councillors raised the possibility 
of creating a light-controlled pedestrian crossing in 
Broad Street, following a complaints from a visually 
impaired resident that there was no safe place to 
cross. 

It was agreed that the town council would provide 
the county council with a map marking the proposed 
site for a crossing and the county would then look 
into the best technical location. 

Silver Street - similar concerns to those raise in 
Church Street were also felt to be relevant in Silver 
Street. Discussions were held on the possibility of 
widening or protecting the footpath, and introducing 
a vehicle prioritisation scheme. 

This was discussed in the wider context of strate¬ 
gic management of traffic in and around the town, 
including the possibility of making Silver Street and 
Pound Street a one-way system. Further considera¬ 
tion will be given to this matter. 

Councillors also discussed a number of general is¬ 
sues, including the need for more resurfacing work; 
the notification of planned works, which they said 
was not always “sufficiently in advance” of works; 
a lack of local understanding of the town’s A-board 
policy; enforcement of on-street parking; and street 
lighting being switched off at night, as residents had 
requested that some lights be left on to assist in 
pedestrian safety.

not be using the narrow 
road in the first place, 
and requested greater 
physical protection and 
steps to prevent HGVs 
from using this route. 

Mr Little investigated 
the possibility of replac¬ 
ing the existing protec¬ 
tive post outside the 
Guildhall, and whether 
white lines painted on 
the opposite side of the 
road were encouraging 
drivers to drive closer to 
the Guildhall. However, 
he said that the installa¬ 
tion of additional protec¬ 
tive posts was unlikely. 

Cobb Gate - concerns 
were raised over conges¬ 
tion caused by vehicles 
queuing to access and 
exit Cobb Gate car park, 
which was made worse 
by coaches and buses 
sometimes double and 
even triple parking next 
to the car park entrance. 

It was agreed that it 
would be best for 
coaches to park in the 
park and ride facilities 
and use shuttle buses to 
take passengers into the 
town.

Drones could 'revolutionise' policing

THE Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner 
(PCC) believes the force’s 
use of drones could revo¬ 
lutionise policing in the 
same way the introduction 
of radios did in the 1960s. 

The county’s police 
force is one of few across 
the country using drones - 
sharing four with neigh¬ 
bouring Devon and Corn¬ 
wall - and PCC Martyn 
Underhill suggests they 
have a key role to play in 
the fight against crime. 

They are used to help of¬ 
ficers in their investiga¬ 
tions by taking aerial 
photographs, recording 
videos and maps. The two 
forces have also used 
them to take photographs at crime scenes or road acci¬ 
dents. 

Mr Underhill now wants to see more unmanned aerial 
vehicles (UAVs) used by the police. 

He said: “Policing needs to be at the forefront of tech¬ 
nology and quick to embrace innovation. Look at the 
portable two way radios transformed police in the 
1960s -1 believe drones have the capability to revolu¬ 
tionise the way we police in this country in a similar 
way, whilst saving a substantial amount of public 
money. 

“Whether it is helping search for a missing person, 
recording evidence for later use in a criminal investi¬ 
gation or giving police officers a unique bird’s eye view 
of a particular situation - the potential UAVs have for 
helping forces is huge.” 

Tony Porter, the Home Office surveillance camera 
commissioner for England and Wales, visited Dorset 
recently to watch a demonstration of the drone in use 
and the strategic alliance of Dorset, Devon and Corn¬ 
wall Police is now working with Mr Porter’s office to 
achieve third party certification regarding the use of 
drones. This will help demonstrate that the alliance 
complies with the surveillance camera code of practice. 


Mr Underhill added: “I know their will be some peo¬ 
ple who feel uneasy about police using this equipment, 
but in my view, the law abiding public have nothing to 
fear. Providing strong governance is in place, there is 
no reason why police drones can’t become as familiar 
a sight as patrol cars, a police helicopter or an officer 
on the beat.” 

The PCC said UAVs were not being seen as a replace¬ 
ment to police helicopters, but rather an additional tool 
for the force. 

“There are exciting opportunities for the future of po¬ 
lice drones,” he continued. 

“In Dorset we are looking at the potential to use them 
to 3D map serious road collisions. This could be bene¬ 
ficial in speeding up the safe opening of main arterial 
routes which often have to be closed for hours follow¬ 
ing a serious accident. They could also be used to fly 
automated set routes, for example in a crime hotspot 
area. 

“In an era when police funding is so challenging, all 
forces need to explore the potential an asset like UVAs 
would give them. I am delighted Dorset is at the fore¬ 
front of this technology and I look forward to stepping 
into the next generation of drones in the near future.”

Recognising that Red Arrows’day 
was one of the busiest of the summer 
for Lyme Regis, attracting thousands 
of people to the town, the View from 
Lyme Regis, backed by the Lyme 
Regis Business Group, launched an 
appeal to raise the money. 

Lyme Regis Town Council gave its 
backing to the initiative by agreeing 
to underwrite the cost should there 
be a shortfall in the fundraising. 

A local company which wishes to 
remain anonymous gave their sup¬ 
port by guaranteeing a significant 
donation for 2016 and future years to 
maintain the Arrows’ long associa¬ 
tion with the town. A Red Arrows’ 
100 Club (see panel left) in which 
100 members donate £100 has also 
been launched and other individual 
donations have been forthcoming.

Classic tale another 


F OLLOWING the resounding success of last 
year's "Aladdin", Lyme Regis Pantomime So¬ 
ciety chose another classic for their 2016 
show with the elegantly timeless tale of "Beauty 
and the Beast". 

Once again under the direction of Sarah Caus- 
ley, the local group seem to go from strength to 
strength and with this offering again scored a 
winner. 

Set across the channel in deepest France, the 
story, originally by Gabrielle-Suzanne Barbot de 
Villeneuve, has been reproduced in many for¬ 
mats and in this case, expertly turned into a be¬ 
witching pantomime by Ron Hall. 

Hall's book proved perfect for this lively com¬ 
pany, as it reflected the extensive depth of talent 
within the cast. Very much an ensemble piece, 
the pantomime involves lots of small roles rather 
than named leads, which allowed the many tal¬ 
ented performers to showcase their skills but 
highlighted the fine team ethic with which this 
company is renowned. 

Debutant Grace Cawthorne opened the show 
with a gutsy rendition of the title song from the 
balcony bar to start proceedings off with a sprin¬ 
kle of delight. Cawthorne is a bright new star 
who lit the way from the very beginning with a 
confident performance which belied her years. 

Her nemesis, Grattilda the Enchantress, who as 
with tradition, inhabited the stage left position, 
was played with an exquisitely convincing iniq¬ 
uity by Cathryn Brooks.The sultry seductress de¬ 
livered a commanding performance but shared 
the nastiness with the village bully Napoleon, 
played by Stuart Knowles, who's creepy yet 
mirthful delivery made for a lucently lovable 
baddy. 

The subject of Napoleon's unrequited ad¬ 
vances, the beautiful Belle was played with real 
elegance by Gemma Hatton, who fell in love with 
the charming Prince Andree of Montpelier (Lor¬ 
raine Knowles). After initially their eyes met, 
Prince Andree returned to his chateau and, after 
spurning the advances of Grattilda, underwent a 
transformation into the terrifying Beast. Mike 
Brooks, whose acting prowess is well-known lo¬ 
cally, played the formidable creature and once 
again proved why he is held in such high esteem. 

The comedy was expertly provided by the side- 
splitting Alphonse (Dan Edwards) who was an 
impeccable imbecile and his dimwitted girlfriend 
Esmerelda (Amanda Rattenbury), a feisty female 
who even roller skated to prove her worth to her 
potential mother in law, the formidable Madame 
Fifi. 

The classic dame, Madame Fifi was played by 
the young Harvey Causley who strode across the 
stage in his shocking pink"Kinky Boots" as if the 
role had been made for him. "France's answer to 
Beyonce" had perfect timing, an energetic verve 
and a gloriously basey voice. 

There was fine support from local stage legend 
Brian Rattenbury, who played the bumbling Her- 
cule with his usual flare as the unequaled upper 
class bafoon. Dave Street was stately as the Lord 
Chamberlain and it was great to see cameo per¬ 
formances this year from Tanya Rattenbury and 
Louise Rawlings as Hortense the Horse. 

With the story set in France, the accents often 
added their own sparkle of comedy with phrases 
like "you hate her" and "happiness" taking on a 
whole new meaning and some great "Alio Allo"- 
style moments which were perfectly accompa¬ 
nied by local virtuoso musical director, Steph 
Dommett, and some soft brush cymbals by John 
Hallett. 

Director Sarah Causley is to be hugely congrat¬ 
ulated on this production with breathtaking cho¬ 
reography including a wonderland UV scene 
which included dancing skeletons and spooky 
ghosts in the auditorium. There was also a very 
clever and unobtrusive use of the more mature 
chorus members to add to the over all tableau

Gig club adds to fleet after town council grant 


VOLUNTEERS from Lyme Regis, Charmouth and 
Uplyme have this week set out radical plans for how 
they intend to drive growth, jobs and prosperity. 

The Lyme Regis, Uplyme and Charmouth Coast 
Community Team (CCT) is one of over 100 groups 
across the country taking control of their futures by 
laying out practical steps to help make these areas a 
destination to live and work in for years to come. 

The plan outlines five economic priorities for the 
area: moving from a peak-season economy to a year- 
round economy; enhancement of cultural assets; 
seafront enhancements; infrastructure improvements 
including public transport; and strong marketing. 
There are 12 “medium-term initiatives” proposed to 
help address these priorities. 

Secretary of State for Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment, Greg Clark, said that Lyme Regis’ work is 
“proof coastal communities are ready for economic 
lift off’. 

He added: “Our Great British Coast has enormous 
economic potential and we are determined to see it 
thrive all year round - not just in the summer 
months. 

“The huge number of plans submitted, demon¬ 
strate the wave of optimism, and wealth of creative 
and practical ideas to boost economic lift-off. 

“I now want to see their hard work and enthusiasm 
come to fruition by helping to deliver their ideas 
through the Coastal Community Teams.” 

Adrian Ragbourne, co-ordinator of the local CCT, 
said: “More than 11 million people live in coastal 
communities, from major cities to seaside villages. 
The tourism industry alone accounts for the employ¬ 
ment of 250,000 people across 150 seaside resorts, 


and contributes £4 billion to the UK economy. 

“Now the government is supporting local Coastal 
Community Teams to help revive towns and deliver 
their plans for future economic growth. 

“Local people involved in the teams have been 
given £10,000 to kick-start work and given expert 
guidance to help shape their own towns’ future pros¬ 
perity.” 

A total of 118 Coastal Community Teams were cre¬ 
ated last year and given a share of £1.18million to 
help drive forward coastal areas growth. 

The local economic plans submitted to the govern¬ 
ment by the teams cover areas including housing, 
business opportunities, jobs and skills, health and 
civic pride. 

The Coastal Communities Fund, established in 
2012, has money going to projects in every region of 
the UK. So far it has created nearly 14,000 new jobs 
and over 10,000 training places. In addition, 77 proj¬ 
ects ranging from theatres to piers and lidos to light¬ 
houses, received an additional share of £3million in 
December to help restore them to their former glory, 
with the Lyme Regis area receiving around £60,000 
for local facilities. 

Due to the exceptional quality of the bids received, 
another £1 million coastal revival funding will be 
available in 2016 to 2017 for projects that narrowly 
missed out being selected.

Council to'educate public'to 
help mitigate seagull problem 


AN action plan focused on “educating the 
public” has been put forward by a town 
councillor in an attempt to tackle increas¬ 
ing problems caused by seagulls in Lyme 
Regis. 

Councillor Richard Doney put forward his plan 
at the recent Town Management Committee meet¬ 
ing and asked fellow members to endorse his pro¬ 
posals so a more firmed up version could be 
brought to next month’s meeting. 

Following a number of complaints over the in¬ 
creasing number of “aggressive” seagulls in the 
town, which have become known for snatching 
food from beach-goers, the council allocated a 
budget of £6,000 to mitigate the problem in the up¬ 
coming financial year, with a further £1,000 per 
year until 2019/20. 

Councillor Doney suggested that the council 
focus on educating the public and not harassing 
seagulls to deal with the issue. 

His proposals included printing large posters to 
be fixed to railings and smaller versions for dis¬ 
playing in food outlet windows, as well as stickers 
to be placed inside takeaway boxes warning diners 
not to feed the seagulls, with Lyme Regis Business 
Group willing to help promote this initiative 
among its members. 

Councillor Doney said that East Devon District 
Council had offered the town council use of their 
own campaign material and he also suggested that 
local schoolchildren could be encouraged to take 
part in a competition to design a poster. 

Councillor Doney said that rubbish bins along

Marine Parade also formed part of the seagull 
problem, as their design meant the lids did not 
close when they were full, allowing seagulls to 
pull out rubbish, and there were not enough of 
them during busy periods. 

He said that during special events such as Can¬ 
dles on the Cobb there was “rubbish everywhere”, 
and there were a number of alternative bin designs 
that would be more suited to preventing seagulls 
getting hold of rubbish. 

However, Councillor Daryl Turner disagreed, 
saying Councillor Doney was “totally wrong”. 

Councillor Turner said the number of bins was 
not the issue, but the frequency of collections, 
adding that the council should utilise what it al¬ 
ready had in place. 

Councillor Doney said that increased publicity 
of the issues would also help solve the problem, 
and used East Devon District Council’s four-page 
“Gull Gazette” as an example. He said this could 
form the basis of a publicity campaign aimed at 
residents, which could also outline what is permit¬ 
ted by law with regards to removing/disturbing 
nest. However, he clarified that he was not sug¬ 
gesting the council get involved in these activities. 

Councillors endorsed Councillor Doney’s pro¬ 
posals in principle and a further report is expected 
to be brought to the next Town Management Com¬ 
mittee meeting with specific costings.

Temporary traffic lights to allow Hub building work 


TEMPORARY traffic lights will be installed in Church Street, Lyme

Council and residents object 
to hotel's development plans 


PLANS to develop the car park of 
the Mariners Hotel in Lyme Regis to 
create additional holiday accommo¬ 
dation has been met with strong op¬ 
position. 

The Mariners has applied to build 
four three-bedroom units on its car 
park, opposite the existing hotel on 
the junction of Silver Street and 
Pound Street, which currently ac¬ 
commodates 13 cars, to meet the 
need for more holiday accommoda¬ 
tion in the town. 

The units would be three-storey 
buildings facing Pound Road, each 
with three bedrooms and their own 
living, kitchen and bathroom facili¬ 
ties. 

Car parking spaces will be pro¬ 
vided in the development for staff, 
guest drop-off and for people with 
limited mobility. Other guests will be 
asked to use the nearby Holmbush 
and Woodmead car parks. 

Lyme Regis Town Council has rec¬ 
ommend refusal of the plans on the 
grounds of over-development of the 
site. Members also objects as they 
felt the design was not being in keep¬ 
ing with the street scene and would 
affect the setting of the surrounding 
listed buildings within the conserva¬ 
tion area. 

They also noted the development 
would result in a lack of customer 
parking. 

The application has received a fur¬ 
ther 27 letters of objection from

nearby residents. Grounds for objec¬ 
tions range from the proposal being 
over-development of the site and not 
in keeping with the conservation area 
and listed buildings, to the effect it 
would have on existing parking is¬ 
sues in the town and neighbouring 
properties. 

The application states: “The cur¬ 
rent owners of the hotel have identi¬ 
fied a need for more holiday 
accommodation within the town. 
Over recent years several bed and 
breakfast establishments have closed 
and their premises have been con¬ 
verted to private houses. These in¬ 
clude one in the immediate vicinity 
of The Mariners Hotel.” 

However, one objector said the pro¬ 
posal would “fail” to meet accom¬ 
modation needs in the town as the 
units would be self-catering and 
would “most likely” be unoccupied 
for long periods outside of the main 
summer season. 

She added: “I do wonder if there 
might be a longer-term plan for the 
applicant when the hotel might cease 
to be viable.” 

The final decision on the applica¬ 
tion will be made by West Dorset 
District Council.

Let's make it a Red Letter Day for Lyme 


Lyme Matters 


by Philip Evans 




W ITH the news that 
the Red Arrows will 
definitely be visiting 
Lyme Regis in the summer, a 
relationship between our 
town and the RAF’s crack 
aerobatic team going back 
more than 40 years has been 
preserved. 

As reported on our front page, the 
Arrows - weather permitting - will 
be performing their breathtaking 
manoeuvres over Lyme Bay on 
Thursday, July 21st at a time to be 
confirmed. 

The Arrows have been coming to 
Lyme since the 1970s, attracting 
tens of thousands to the resort and 


helping to raise thousands of 
pounds for the RNLI as the dis¬ 
play, apart from one occasion, has 
been the main attraction of Lyme’s 
principal summer event, Lifeboat 
Week. 

As their tribute to the lifeboat 
service and those who risk their 
lives at sea, the Red Arrows have 
always performed without charge. 


That is no longer possible and a 
fee is now charged for all their dis¬ 
plays. 

There were fears that Lyme 
would not be included in their sum¬ 
mer programme when it was 
learned that the Lifeboat Guild, or¬ 
ganisers of Lifeboat Week, were 
unable to commit their charity 
funds to meet a fee thought to have 


been around £13,000. It was also 
discovered that the Red Arrows’ 
mid-season break clashed with 
Lifeboat Week so they would not 
have been able to appear in Lyme 
during the annual event. 

Recognising that Red Arrows Day 
was not just a Lifeboat Week event 
but the summer’s main tourist at¬ 
traction, bringing in many thou¬ 
sands of pounds to the local 
economy, this newspaper launched 
an appeal to raise the necessary 
fee. 

Lyme Regis Town Council agreed 
to take over the official application 
for a display, underwriting the fee, 
and last week we heard that the 
provisional date of Thursday, July 


21st has been confirmed. The fee, 
including insurance, is likely to be 
around the £11,500 mark, together 
with a few ancillary costs, but we 
can report that the money has al¬ 
ready been raised through the gen¬ 
erosity of a local firm and the 
formation of a Red Arrows 100 
Club (see page 5). 

The display on July 21st will now 
form part of Lyme Regis Commu¬ 
nity Week which will see local 
groups promoting their organisa¬ 
tion and fundraising and we plan 
to organise a programme of events 
on Red Arrows Day with the inten¬ 
tion of making it a real Red Letter 
Day for Lyme Regis, its resident 
and visitors. Thank you all so 
much for your support. 


Grants meeting went well - but I would say that, wouldn't I? 


THE council meeting at which grants for local or¬ 
ganisations are awarded in past years often de¬ 
scended into farce. 

From the mayor's point of view, it's one of the 
most difficult meetings to chair and I suspect 
most councillors approach the meeting with 
some trepidation as some organisations will al¬ 
ways miss out. 

They have to make a judgement on which or¬ 
ganisations seeking support have the greater 
need. Never easy and always bound to upset 
somebody. 

The situation has been made all the more criti¬ 


cal because the amount the council now gives 
away to local organisations has rocketed due to 
the council's increased car parking revenues at 
Monmouth Beach. 

In giving financial support to local groups, 
Lyme Regis Town Council is now the most gener¬ 
ous in the area. 

At the recent grants meeting, councillors sanc¬ 
tioned no less than £365,000 over the next four 
years against total applications exceeding 
£500,000. 

These were for major, ongoing projects in the 
town and the council has also set aside £31,000 


for minor and medium applications. These are 
figures that past councils would never have 
thought possible. 

Whilst this year's grants meeting was a bit of a 
marathon, going on until nearly midnight, it was 
undoubtedly one of the best conducted I can re¬ 
member and Mayor Owen Lovell, well supported 
by the officers, should take credit for this. 

I will, of course, be accused of bias here as I 
presented the case for Lyme Regis Football Club 
which was one of the winners on the night, hav¬ 
ing been awarded £100,000 over four years for a 
development programme which will secure the 


future of one of Lyme's oldest organisations. I 
make no apology for that. The club deserves 
such support. 

There were, of course, the usual ridiculous 
snide remarks after the meeting from some 
quarters about the "Pip Evans Mafia" bludgeon¬ 
ing the council into making the decision, but I 
would point out we were not the only winners 
that night - the Marine Theatre (deservedly) re¬ 
ceived £140,000 over four years and Develop¬ 
ment Trust projects - The Hub, Fossil Festival and 
Lyme Forward - came away with a combined 
£ 120 , 000 .

Lyme Regis man pleads

ON February 1st 34-year-old Danny Maguire 
from Lyme Regis pleaded guilty in court of theft 
from a motor vehicle and interfering with a 
motor vehicle. 

He was given a 12 month conditional dis¬ 
charge, ordered to pay £10 compensation to 
the victim and £15 victim surcharge.

LOCAL Liberal Democrats have condemned the 
funding cuts Dorset County Council has suffered 
from the government, accusing the Conservative 
government of bringing the county to the “brink of 
bankruptcy”. 

Dorset County Council was faced with a £7.4mil- 
lion cut from central government earlier this year - 
giving the county the second worse funding allo¬ 
cation in England and Wales - however, it was an¬ 
nounced earlier this month that £4.1 million would 
be given to Dorset County Council from the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Responding to this increase, Councillor Janet 
Dover, leader of the Lib Dem group, said: “We hear 
the Tory MPs are ‘concerned’ about the poor set¬ 
tlement Dorset has received from their government, 
really? I don’t suppose for one second that it 
stopped any of them voting through George Os¬ 
borne’s budget nor will it do so in the future. 

“We may get crocodile tears from them and the 
odd ‘word’ in a minister’s ear, but let’s be quite 
clear here - they know it won’t change the overall 
thrust which is cuts to Dorset County Council 
spending on vital services to the public year on year 
for the foreseeable future. 

“The people of Dorset deserve better than this. 
These are life and death services, such as caring for 
the elderly and protecting children which are al¬ 
ready buckling under growing demand. 

“Local authorities, including DCC, moaned a lot 
when the going was good. Now, paradoxically, 
there seems to be a stoic attitude of ‘grin and bear 
it’. 

“Well, I can assure you all that to many DCC 
service users the phrase ‘grin and bear it’ is un¬ 
recognisable. To them the phrase ‘despair and bear 
it’ would seem more appropriate.” 


Councillor Dover also accused the Conservative 
administration of bringing local government to the 
brink of bankruptcy by “constantly changing the 
rules, trying to micro manage, leaving funding de¬ 
cisions to the 11th hour and 59th minute, and starv¬ 
ing local authorities of the ability to deliver 
anything like a comprehensive and satisfactory 
range of public services”. 

She added that when the Liberal Democrats ran 
Dorset County Council it was debt free. 

“Since then the net borrowings have risen from 
nil 15 years ago to £300million now, with a com¬ 
mitment that they shall not increase further after 
2017 when the debt will be £330million,” she 
added. 

Recovering from recession 

“The result of this increase is that £18million, 
seven per cent, of the county’s revenue budget has 
to be spent servicing the borrowings each year and 
because of dwindling funds, this will be an ever in¬ 
creasing proportion of what the county spends. 

“Reserves continue to be used to support over¬ 
spends every single year. The reserves are just 
about exhausted. That is the true, hidden and scan¬ 
dalous impact of government policy on local au¬ 
thorities.” 

However, Oliver Letwin, Conservative MP for 
West Dorset, said that the country is still trying to 
recover from the recession. 

He said: “The whole country knows that, after the 
great recession and the wild over-spending of the 
years before 2010, we need to get the nation’s ac¬ 
counts back into balance - that is the only way we 
will have an economy strong enough to be able to 
provide the public services on which we all depend. 

“Central government listened to the issues raised 
by Dorset during the recent consultation, and made 


significant adjustments in Dorset’s favour. 

“The resulting settlement is fair and reasonable. 
It means that Dorset County Council’s spending 
power will remain broadly flat over the next four 
years.” 

But Councillor Dover was supported in her criti¬ 
cism of the budget by Liberal Democrat councillors 
and former parliamentary candidate in West Dorset, 
Ros Kayes. 

She said: “You have a responsibility to your party, 
but you have an even bigger responsibility to your 
electorates. 

“Passing down a structural deficit to local author¬ 
ities because it can’t balance its own books appro¬ 
priately is cowardice from the government, but its 
also cowardice from the Conservative administra¬ 
tions across the country that are sitting back and 
letting the decimation of public services go ahead. 

“What they should be doing is getting together 
collectively through the local government associa¬ 
tion and making it quite clear that council after 
council will be unable to set a balanced budget in 
2017 unless this situation is addressed. 

“Councils have a legal responsibility to set a bal¬ 
anced budget, but they also have a legal responsi¬ 
bility to deliver statutory services like caring for 
the elderly or taking children into care. Which is 
more important? 

“They cannot be expected to continue to fulfil 
their statutory duties under current circumstances. 

“It is getting to the stage where councils will be 
like hospitals and have to freeze their activities 
from January to march because they have simply 
run out of money. 

“Conservative county councillors across the UK 
need to rebel and hold their party to account.”

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Pen and wash artist entertains local art society 


ABOUT 50 members of Lyme Regis Art Society 
enjoyed an afternoon with pen and wash artist 
David James last week. 

Arriving after a four-hour journey from Bedford, 
David used his pen and ink drawing of Flatford 
Bridge and Mill on Bockingford paper as the 
basis of his painting. He never stretches his paper 
but relies on wet, sticky, brown tape pulling the 
paper taut as it dries. 

He uses brushes from The Tiger Shop, ink and 
a variety of pens including dip pens, nib pens 
(which can also be used with watercolour) and 
refillable pilot brush pens - V5s and V7s. One old 
dip pen with a split nib created thin double lines 


but is difficult to find now. 

David prefers to work outside rather than from 
photos and showed members drawings made 
since he took up painting as a career after being 
made redundant in the late 1980s. 

With the V7 ink pen, David drew over basic out¬ 
lines of buildings and trees, gradually increasing 
tones and shadows and all the while entertain¬ 
ing members with jokes and comments about 
his personal life. 

After tea, he washed colour across the sky, a

CONTINUING our regular series commemo¬ 
rating the 100th anniversaries of the deaths 
of all men from Lyme Regis and the sur¬ 
rounding areas who died during the First 
World War, we remember John Philpot and 
Williams George Braddick. 

William Braddick has already been men¬ 
tioned in this column when his date of 
death was unknown but, thanks to Lyme 
resident Rita Chard who came forward with 
more information, it is now known he died 
on February 25th 1916, as did John Philpot. 

With thanks to Vernon Rattenbury from 
the Royal British Legion Lyme Regis branch 
for the research. 

JOHN PHILPOT 

Second Lieutenant, 253rd Tunnelling 
Company, Royal Engineers 

Born January 11th 1886 in East Molesey, 
Surrey and died February 25th 1916 in 
Vermelles, France 

After graduating from the Royal School of 
Mines, John Philpot went to work in Rhodesia. 
While there he enlisted in the Pretoria Regiment 
in 1914 and after fighting against German forces 
in West Africa, returned to England and was 
commissioned into the Royal Engineers in No¬ 
vember 1915. 

He went to France the following month join¬ 
ing the 253rd Tunnelling Company, Royal En¬ 
gineers. 

While endeavouring to save the lives of two of 
his men who had been overcome by fumes dur¬ 
ing tunnelling he was also overcome and died in 
the attempt. 

Son of Frederick Freeman Philpot and Mar¬ 
garet Magdalene Philpot of East Moseley, Sur¬ 



rey, he is buried in Vermelles British Cemetery, 
France, grave II. E. 11. 

He is commemorated on the Lyme Regis war 
memorials in the parish church and in the town. 
There is also a memorial window to him in the 
Lady Chapel of St Michael’s Parish Church, 
Lyme Regis.

WILLIAM GEORGE BRADDICK 

Gunner, Royal Field Artillery 
Service No. 113741 

Born June 1894 in Wood Green, London, 
and died February 25th 1916 in Woolwich 

His father, also William Braddick, was born 
about 1867 in Lyme Regis and William George 
Braddick is shown along with his sister Emma 
on the 1911 Census as living with their uncle 
and aunt, John and Charlotte Braddick, at 5 
Monmouth Street, Lyme Regis. 

It is believed from family sources that William 
enlisted in about August 1915. He died six 
months later at Woolwich from causes un¬ 
known. His father received William’s final out¬ 
standing Army wage on the May 25th 1916. 

Son of William and Emily Braddick (nee 
Dring), he is commemorated on the Lyme Regis 
war memorials in the parish church and in the 
town.

FOR MAINTAINING

1. HOLIDAYS: "If you go 
away on holiday in win¬ 
ter, keep your heating on - albeit turned down - 
while you're away. This keeps the system 
running efficiently and helps to prevent pipes 
from freezing," says Karl Tulloch from Rightio 
(www.rightio.co.uk), which provides home 
repairs and services throughout the UK. Some 
boiler controls have a holiday mode, which shuts 
some, but not all of the central heating system

2. GUTTERS: "It's essential that gut¬ 
ters are cleared of silty build-ups, 
plants, leaves and other detritus," 
saysTulloch. "Even a small build-up of 
mud can prevent water from flowing 
freely and if water can't escape 
through the guttering, it will only go 
one way - into the house, causing 
damp." If you notice that water's 
falling sharply from the gutter when 
it's raining, there's probably a block¬ 
age there, or the gutter needs to be 
repaired or replaced. To stop gutters 


getting blocked, fit gutter guards, which are 
grates that block debris but still allow rainwater 
to get through. 

3. DRAINS: Drains and manholes can get 
blocked, but some build-ups aren't bad enough 
to block them and yet still prevent them from 
working properly. For example, some cooking oil 
and fats can harden in pipes and freeze in winter, 
eventually causing blockages (instead, pour 
them into a jar or tin, leave to harden and then 
put in the bin). If you have problems with your 
home's drains, get a professional to jet-wash 
them so they flow freely. 

4. PAINT: Chipped, cracked and flaking paint 
on wooden doors, windows and sills can let in 
water, which eventually causes rot. If the wood's 
already suffering from wet rot, scrape out the 
worst of it, treat the rest with a wood-hardening 
liquid designed for wet rot, and fill with exterior 
wood filler - Polycell Polyfilla for Wood Large Re¬ 
pairs (from £9.99, Homebase) is a professional- 
style two-part filler that's much easier to use 
than most. Finally, sand and clean off the repair, 
and apply exterior wood paint. 

5. EXTERIOR WALLS: Look over your home's 
exterior walls. Missing pointing and damage to 
render and paintwork can cause damp inside. If 
there's moss or algae on an exterior wall, water 
is probably getting to it, often from a dripping 
downpipe or gutter, so you need to solve the 
problem and scrub off the growth. A good 


masonry paint will provide long-lasting protec¬ 
tion for exterior walls. 

HOW-TO TIP: When painting the outside of 
your home, start at the top and work down, 
painting in sections from left to right or right to 
left. Try to ensure that you always have a 'wet 
edge' to your paintwork, so you don't end up 
with stripes or blocks where the paint has dried 
unevenly. Follow the sun, as this should ensure 
that the walls are free from dew - the weather 
should be dry and warmish, as temperatures 
below IOC may stop the paint from drying 
properly.
